would seem obvious this was the piece of cinching evidence he was making reference to the photograph 
showing Lee Harvey Oswald holding the rifle that killed President Kennedy interestingly enough as well 
arrested shortly after the assassination on charges of shooting a Dallas policeman he was quickly linked to 
the murder that shocked the world and now the announcement you've just heard from Dallas we have Dean 
Bayliss on the other end of the line who will be coming to us shortly if Dean brailers will stand by a few 
moments we'll be in touch with him on a new development from London we'll have that for you momentarily 
right now we repeat the word from the White House in London that President Kennedy will be buried Monday 
in Arlington National Cemetery of this decision made by the Kennedy family this afternoon at National 
Cemetery in Virginia just across the Potomac it had been presumed earlier that he would be buried at the 
family plot in Brookline Massachusetts but now the decision Arlington National Cemetery Pope Paul the sixth

Jacqueline Kennedy she 
stayed close beside her husband from the moment he was shot down until she arrived back in Washington 
with the late president's body in DC bringing you continuous coverage of the developments that surround this 
tragedy that has affected the entire world even in the Soviet capital television cameras set up in the embassy 
the scene televised and broadcast throughout the Soviet Union later for the first time Soviet television picked 
up a direct transmission from the United States by way of the relay satellite to show Russians the body of the 
late president flying in state in the White House it also showed the arrival of the casket accompanied by mrs.

further evidence that might come to light during the next few hours yes | believe that the state will have more 
information than this much of which will not be revealed until a trial which as you probably know will be 
coming up in either late December or early January possibly a little earlier we believe they have information 
and evidence that we've brought up only when the trial begins can you tell us Tom if an arraignment date has

Conflict it looks out down across this grassy slope to the Memorial Bridge Lincoln Memorial Bridge which 
crosses the Potomac River and then on the other side of that the memorial to Abraham Lincoln the other 
president assassinated run-run let me ask you one question here it's our understanding that the exact spot of 
the final resting place has not yet been determined am | correct in that belief that's what the Arlington 
Cemetery has just told us that as | said attorney general Kennedy was there this afternoon looking at a spot 
and servicemen were seen to be pacing off the ground and to be putting in mistakes and it's assumed that 
this is the spot where John Kennedy will be laid to rest this is just about 75 paces down a hill from the Custis 
Lee mansion and this is a familiar landmark to millions of tourists who come to Washington and visit 
Arlington Cemetery it was at one time a center of Washington and Virginia Society it was built by a grandson 


by 
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Society it was built by a grandson by marriage and adoption of George Washington this grandson's name 
was George Washington Park Custis and he married a daughter of he was related to Robert Ely his son was 
robert e lee and this estate then was owned by robert e lee and when the Civil War came along it was 
confiscated and it was then turned into a National Cemetery and the place that attorney general Kennedy 
and defense secretary McNamara general Taylor we're looking at this afternoon is just below this famous 
mansion I'm sure the thousands of worshippers and person traveling to Washington on Monday to pay 
respects to the president will see this mention you're talking about it's a gorgeous landmark which is in full 
view as they drive across the Thames Memorial Bridge they're crossing the Potomac President Kennedy as 
the commander-in-chief of the Armed Forces is of course entitled to a burial place in Arlington he is also 
entitled as a navy veteran of world war ii any veteran is entitled to be buried in Arlington as are his wife and 
children Ron we thank you for this information and we'll be in touch with you momentarily on any further 
developing angles to the story | might mention now that the 89 year old former President Herbert Hoover has 
announced here in New York that due to a recent illness he will not be able to journey to Washington on 
Monday to pay his respects to the president the spokesman said the former president will be presented 
represented by his 60-year old son Herbert Jr who had served as Under Secretary of State for three years 
during the Eisenhower administration we had received a report earlier in the day that former President 
Truman would not be able to make it that of course proved to be erroneous because mr.

is that the general feeling in Washington or are these situations different is the grief still very much present 
there the situation I'm sure Russ is much different the entire city is stunned | think is the only word you can 
use the official part of the Washington both of us know is so tied up in trying to understand what happened 
the speed with which it happened the enormity of the tragedy that has taken place that I'm sure that there are 
many people perhaps even some high government government officials to whom the full impact of what has

about this country now that's a broad phrase and there's a generalization but he's a great Patriot he loves 
this nation and as you know he thinks a great deal about the security of our nation he was the chairman of 
the subcommittee on preparedness he was the chairman of the Subcommittee on State Department and 
foreign aid appropriations so in those two subcommittees in the Senate President Johnson as the senator 
gained a keen insight into matters of national security of defense and of foreign policy and as the Vice 
President serving with our latent beloved President Kennedy President Johnson became much more intimate 
intimately acquainted with foreign relations and our international relations iBaby it's fair to say that he feels 
very strongly about for example our commitments to our alliances the 
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our commitments to our alliances the strength of this nation about the interdependence between a 
prosperous American economy and the necessary strength that we must have for the long-term leadership 
that we will have to give the world and his recent utterances not so recent either as a matter of fact we ought 
to recall that it was President Johnson who as majority leader of the Senate guided through the Senate the 
first civil rights program since the Civil War he feels strongly about human equality about equal opportunity 
he feels is not only as a political leader but as a moral commitment | know this for my personal visits with him 
senator honors point civil rights is there any basis for assuming that this drawing together this rallying around 
the president we're now seeing will possibly make it easier to put a civil rights program through Congress 
well that's very difficult to predict but I'm I do hope so | really do hope so and I | have a feeling that President 
Johnson will do all that he possibly can to carry through on the policies and the programs of his predecessor

remarkably large portion of its front page today to the Kennedy story in Moscow the Russians a borrowed 
film of mr. Kennedy from the American Embassy vault and a literary program when the late president is now 
being prepared for Moscow television among other important things to recall however about the communist 
position is the fact which must be exceedingly uncomfortable to the Communists if the fact that the man 
accused of murdering mr. Kennedy has described himself as a Marxist and according to one report as the 
communist furthermore the man has lived in the Soviet Union and married a Russian girl there's a 
propaganda hurdle of gigantic magnitude for the communists who were quick off the mark to charge that the 
president has been killed by a right-wing American rankin so far the Communists have not 
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rankin so far the Communists have not tried to get over the hurdle and no one in the Soviet Union for 
example has been told these details about Lee Harvey Oswald but the length of America is no longer a 
jammed in Russia and the people of that country are founded to get the word one way or another so the

Kennedy and the feelings of the many Americans who share in this period of grief we hear from 
Robert mcCormick as he talked with historian Sidney Hyman an old friend and a most interesting person 
Sidney Hyman the political historian author as you know the American president one of the more fascinating 
books in recent years and who by the way has three books that were put in the White House library by the 
late President and mrs. Kennedy beckoning frontiers and then a book he did with Robert Sherwood 
Roosevelt and Hopkins and I'd like to ask him some questions it might seem a little absurd first but without 
which actually aren't Sydnee of what happens psychologically to a country after a president dies there's been 
a fairly definite pattern to this as is you can see when you look back at the history of the seven preceding 
presidents who died in office the first reaction is of course one of sympathy for the family of the president and 
the second reaction is a rallying of the National will to the vice president who does succeed to the presidency 
of party division angers rankers or rankers are suddenly forgotten and you have a sense of transcendent 
national unity people rallying of all factions rallying around the vice-president but then something disturbing 
does set in after that and | hope it won't set in this time the very fact of the way in which we have chosen vice 
presidents in the past tends to produce after the shock of the death of the president tends to produce a 
certain psychological disarray in the country people remember that maybe the Vice President was chosen for 
party purposes 
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President was chosen for party purposes in order to console a faction of the party that lost out people who 
voted for the president but didn't want to vote for the vice-president feel that somehow the man who was now 
president shouldn't be there and even when he goes on to win the presidency and his own right as several of 
them did the country has in times past felt that the vice president who was now president is somehow an 
eccentric act of fate he shouldn't be there and what issues from him is not really lawful in a sense they 
consider him a political freak they haven't in fact in times past thought that yes well has the death in office of 
any president actually changed American history American policies that would influence history | think so and 
then very specifically and you can just run through some of the changes that have occurred in the first case 
when William Henry Harrison died in the 1840s and John Tyler succeeded to him to the presidency it was 
Tyler's decision to annex Texas which led to the Mexican War when Millard Fillmore succeeded president 
Jeffrey Taylor it was Maillard Fillmore who approved the compromise of 1850 which eventually set the stage 
for the Civil War when Andrew Johnson succeeded Abraham Lincoln it was Johnson's inability to get along 
with the Radical Republicans who were in control of the Congress which set the stage for the some of the 
unhappier aspects of the Reconstruction period in the south on a more positive side after a Theodore 
Roosevelt succeeded William McKinley as President Roosevelt Theodore 
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McKinley as President Roosevelt Theodore Roosevelt really became the first of the modern presidents he 
brought the presidency into a realm of national life that no preceding president had ever done and he also 
brought America into world affairs as no one had ever done and there can be no question but that the 
succession of Harry Truman after the death of Franklin Roosevelt could very well have changed the course 
of history generally how have our vice presidents measured up as presidents this is one of the most 
remarkable things about being the office of the presidency it's the way the the prep the office itself somehow 
transfigures the man who becomes president no matter what he has done before many of the vice presidents 
had seemed on assuming the presidency to be rather mediocre figures and yet several of them at least of 
certainly Theodore Roosevelt exceeded in capacity the man they who had held the presidency just before 
them even one of the weaker of the vice president who succeeded to the presidency john tyler really 
defended the presidency as an institution at a time when it was coming under bitter attack by the congress 
when some senators very powerful senators led by Henry Clay wanted to reduce the presidency almost to a 
cipher Tyler successfully defended the presidency as a separate and coordinate branch of the government | 
think that even Calvin Coolidge who succeeded Harding as president | think was a distinct improvement on 
Harding these are part of the mysteries and part of the glory and part of the terror of the presidency itself 
what it does to men who get into that office that's extremely well put of course we have noticed that here 
we've watched vice presidents grow we have watched presidents grow and mature in their jobs 
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presidents grow and mature in their jobs and it really is amazing what happens to them the the depth of 
insight they get after just a few months and a degree of judicious perspective they get is most amazing to us 
I've never been able to put it as well as you well this is um you know when you pick a president you really 
don't know what you're getting until the materials of the place are turned over to him and the same thing 
goes for the vice presidency Harry Truman used to say that there is no future in the presidency what he met 
really was that after a man is president-elect of the presidency what other hired gold can he aspire for and 
that the only motive a man has in being after he's elected president is to really with every the depth of his 
being honor the oath he takes as president to uphold defend and protect the constitution of the best of his 
abilities and there is this passionate commitment to that we can have in times past we can criticize our 
presidents for being foolish or wise rash or in or judicious and yet we've never had anything in the presidency 
like the leaders of Europe the angry man the destructive man our presidents whether wise or foolish 
competent or incompetent have been in human terms good men well thank you very much Sydney you have 
been listening to Sydney Hyman Lee political historian with some observations about the presidency and 
what happens to vice presidents who find themselves suddenly thrust into the midst of responsibilities that 


are simply incomprehensible to the lay citizen in this country our thanks to NBC's Robert McCormick and to 
historian Sydney Hyman for that report it might be interesting to many of our listeners to hear how the New

Washington during the events of the day White House news secretary Pierre Salinger told newsmen that in 
his first session with his cabinet the new chief executive Lyndon Johnson asked all members of the cabinet 
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Johnson asked all members of the cabinet to stay on the job Salinger said Johnson told the ten men he 
needed their help in the time ahead yet it's a matter of historical fact that vice presidents taking office as 
presidents have in new course made substantial changes in the cabinet membership similar similarly 
Johnson has SB Nation's ambassadors around the world not to submit the pro forma resignation that 
customarily follow a change in the presidency Johnson has said nothing as yet about the heads of the large 
executive agencies and other top posts over which he holds control but it is to be presumed here that there 
will be no general housecleaning such as usually follows a shift of power from one party to another the 
cabinet is particularly the special and more or less private instrument of a president the members must not 
only subscribe to the basic administrative policies but must be able to function in harmony with the chief 
executive if they are to be effective certainly it is too early for Johnson to have applied any such practical 
tests to his relations as chief executive with the men who make up his cabinet but as we said a moment ago

Johnson 
was one of the most egocentric men in public life and you remember we discussed that and thought it was 
somewhat overstated | thought as | reflected on it that the great difference between mr. Kennedy and mr. 
Johnson in that respect is that mr. Johnson appears to lack the sense of humor about himself as a politician 
that mr. Kennedy had and | have put that point to a really old hand here in Washington who knows far more 
about it than | do Robert mcCormick is that true well I'd never thought of it actually in those terms but | think 
you probably are right now that you bring it up of course the thing that most of us is but have noticed in 
Johnson since he became Senate leader which goes back a good ways is his perfectly fantastic temper he's 
liable to explode like an a-bomb without any warning at all and when he does he well we might just as well 
know the sort of man we have in the White House that man he's been at least he can be downright rude I've 
been at news conferences when female reporters in the back of the room have said very quietly and politely 
please mr. Johnson could you speak a little louder and he said no | won't speak any louder if you can't hear 
me you'll have to get a feeling from somebody else well that obviously something that happens under stress 
but at the same time is tempered his almost legendary he is not deliberately unpleasant as a matter of fact 
when you're with him in a living room or in any sort of a social gathering he's a garrulous person he

he was so successful as a Senate leader because whether he was being rough with other senators or 
whether he was being friendly or the well-known gesture of putting his arm around the recalcitrant shoulder 
he backed up his arguments always with positive and solid information Bob you've mentioned mr. Johnson's 
temper you said he had a tremendous and legendary temper so of course does mr. Eisenhower all that's oh 
oh absolutely President Eisenhower's temper was one that was better concealed | think | don't mean to imply 
he had better control of it perhaps it was just that he he never really let go with it where it might damage not 
his own image but damage the job he held he had that much control of it but people who have worked with 
President Eisenhower very closely of course to have been sort of terrified sometimes by his temper all the 
people who work with mr. Johnson who have worked with mr. Johnson in spite of his 
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worked with mr. Johnson in spite of his temper have been very devoted to him and very very happy to work 
with him have we not and for him he works his staff very very hard | don't think there's a harder task master 
in Washington but those of his staff that I've had the pleasure and privilege of knowing are completely 
devoted to him and the turnover and his staff has been very small he has people who have been with him 
and around him for many many years and they are just | guess devoted is the only word they admire him a 
great deal they will hear no nothing bad about him they are quite aware of his temper and other sort of little 
personal foibles that heaven knows we but they those things apparently are completely counterbalanced by 


qualities in the man that aren't quite so obvious as a as a display of temper which is triggered by something 
just at the moment while he is | go back again he's an extremely charming person to be around and when he 
comes to a party and decides to parky he's just bewitching he thinks in colorful terms he has a very 
penetrating mind he can sort of go to thee particularly in politics he can go to the point of anything with great 
decision and forthrightness Robert allow me to interrupt for just a moment and refer back to this 
announcement by Pierre Salinger that Lyndon Johnson wants his the former president's cabinet to stay on 
the job would you care to comment on how that might be translated in terms of the future of the president's

Kennedy a controller James Saxon has given his approval to the closing of banks on 
Monday there will be no postal deliveries on that date post offices generally will be closed thousands of 
business offices across the country will be empty as the nation joins in this National Day of Mourning in 
keeping with a tone of this day in history rain fell steadily in Washington here in New York a rain that seemed 
to add to the emotional gloom that people 
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add to the emotional gloom that people everywhere are feeling tomorrow a horse-drawn caisson 
accompanied by ceremonial troops from all the armed services will carry the body of John Kennedy to the 
Capitol Rotunda this tomorrow at 1:00 p.m. Eastern Standard Time the White House says the body of the 
assassinated President will be Vaughn drawn born on a flag draped case on it'll be drawn by seven horses 
and preceded by Capitol and military escorts from the White House to the Capitol building this is Russ ward 
NBC News New York as you know the NBC radio network has cancelled all regularly scheduled programs to 
bring you this continuous coverage of the events surrounding the death of the late President of the United 
States John F Kennedy we will remain on the air with this continuous coverage until 11:00 p.m.

the assassination of the president is brave and bad and he said all human beings repudiate the act of 
assassination he said the circumstances would surround the assassination of the president have no 
justification castor went on and saying that the reactionaries and that's his word are taking advantage of the 
assassinations to launch a state of pantie Soviet and Andy Cuba hysteria in the United States there he said 
there is a strong current of reactionary generations and economic factors that affect the u.s. policy he

along with the late president Connally his lucid and has talked with members of his staff and with mrs. 
Connelly Connolly's attending physicians as the bullet apparently struck Connally in the back went through 
his chest into his wrist and then embedded in his thigh a late medical bulletin reported Connolly's color pulse 
and blood pressure this evening is good the governor's doctor says he should recover completely and should 
have no permanent disability there was mourning in all parts of the nation today over the death of the 
president many sporting events were canceled in this period of tragedy the National Football League's 
decision to go through with seven games on its schedule tomorrow evoked indignant reactions from many 
pro football fans on the other hand several clubs including the New York Giants who will play the st. Louis 
Cardinals at Yankee Stadium tomorrow reported increased demand for tickets sold out in the case of the 
Giants because of the weekend's television and radio shutdown on sports we might add that lay leaders of 
the Abyssinian Baptist Church here in New York are urging a boycott of the NFL game between the Giants 
and the Cardinals in Yankee Stadium for a wrap-up now of developments today and in the days ahead in

attempting to keep things going in a smooth even keel the president took certain very definite steps he 
notified the diplomatic missions here that they were not - as usual submit their resignations but to stay here 
and keep going just as they had been before he also notified his cabinet at least indirectly that he wanted 
them to stay on for the time being at least and the speech is scheduled for Wednesday before a joint session 
of Congress his further evidence of his attempt to keep things moving as smoothly as it's possible to do and

without saying but he must buckle down to work and he must keep things moving and he must more's the 
pity make other people work who are not in any way implying - at this point as they are completely
